Our Volunteers--All Ha!1! 


The action of the volunteers in the 
Philippines, while it fills the country 
with pride and gratitude, will surprise 
no one who participated in the Civil 
War of 1861—65. It proves what every 
veteran of that gigantic conflict has 

tently prophesied—that the Amer-. 
icans have in them the material of 
splendid soldiers, and that this country 
need fear no foreign foe, however pow- 
erful, so long as the race retains its 
present attributes. 

The campaign last year—tremendous 
in its consequences, but trivial so far 
as concerned its. purely military aspect 


.—did not. develop the civilian soldier. 


There was a-picnic excursion to San- 
tiago, there were a few days of irregu- 
lar and eccentric fighting, and then 
came disease, homesickness, the stalk- 
ing ghost of yellow fever, magnified 100 
times. by the noisy alarums of the 
“Roosevelt round robin” and the conse- 
quent outcries and lamentations of of 
the hysterical element of the country. 

The record was one of complaint, of 
maudlin reproaches against the gov- 
ernment, of general panic and demor- 
alization inspired by official inexperi- 
ence and yellow journalism. But now, 
with real fighting on their hands, with 
no time to listen to silly whimpering 
and. tales of imaginury hardship, our 
volunteers have expanded to the pro- 
portions of those of 1861. They have 
become soldiers, and their exploits are 
worthy of a place and a high place, in 
the category of true heroism. The man 
who, eight. months ago, complained of 
his. rations and his bedding, and his 
clothing, is now a soldier, knowing a 
soldier’s duty and a sodier’s chances, 
and the logica, concomitants of army 
life. He has been trained as the war- 
riors of 1861-6) were trained—in the 
school of hardship, danger and adver- 
sity. He no longer cries for home and 
mother. He is a man, a patriot, a sol- 
dier. 

It is unecessary to amplify or illus- 
trate the proposition. The achievments 
of our volunteers during the past few 
weeks speak for themselves. We have 
had no statement of grievances from 
them, no puling whines, no letters to 
the newspapers, no shrieks of martyr- 
dom. They have played the heroic 
part—that of patient discipline—, of ar- 
duous performance, of brilliant elane. 
and of valorous endurance... One would 
think—one ignorant of American char- 
acter—that the soldiers of Luzon and 
those of the camps and campaigns of 
last year belonged to different races 
and represented different natures. The 
contrary’ is the fact. The whimperers 
of Chickamauga, Santiago and Wikoff 
are the heroes and veterans of the Phil- 
ippines. They had last year the inex- 
perience, added to the curse of maud- 
lin busybodies.

his body and for four or five days he 
was racked with intolerable pain in the 
bowels and back, making it impossible 
for him to sleep. He rode out once at 
the head of his life guard, and spoke 
kindly with George Fox; favoring the 
fullest freedom of worship for the 
Quakers. ‘Before I come to him,” said 
Fox, “I saw him and felt a waft of 
death go forth against him.’ , 

While tossing on his bed he repined 
for his dear Elizabeth, and then his 
thoughts swept back to Robert, dead at 
Felsted school 19 years ago, and he 
vainly strove to check his tears with 
the solace of that scripture which he 
knew in whole by heart. 

The belief that followed Cromwell all 
through his life that he was privileged 
to hold personal communion with the 
most high God was strangely manifes- 
ted in these days. He besought the 
Lord that for the good of his people he 
would spare his life yet a little longer. 
He then assured his counsellors that 
his prayer had been. granted, using a 
manner of such mysterious confidence 
that his hearers were transported with 
amazement. Fleetwood sent a quick 
message to Henry Cromwell in Ireland 
that his highness had made very great 
discoveries of the Lord, and had re- 


‘ceived assurances of being restored; to 


which Henry replied that the communi 


'cation had given him some rellef. 


But there came a night when all saw 


| that the end was approaching. They 
| tried to gét hint to name his successor, 


and in his thick death-gasps they af- 
fected to believe that they heard him 
say “Richard.’’ They offered him a 
drink. ‘It is not my design to drink or 
to sleep,” he said “but my design is to 
make what haste I can to be gone.”

An Indian Artificial Lake. 


Jai Samund, or Sea of Victory, near 
QOdeypore, is the biggest artificial sheet 
of water in India. It was made by 
the Maharana Jai Singh at the end of 
the seventeenth century. Apart from 
its great size, and beauty the lake 
strikes any one visiting it for the first 
time by the marvellous simplicity of 
‘ts construction. This inland sea, coy- 
ering some thirty or forty square miles 
of land, in some places to the depth of 
over 100 feet, has m created and 

| kept in existence for a couple of cen- 
turies by one marble wall scarcely 300 
yards.long. In comparison with the 
lake this ‘‘bund” is small in the extreme 
but in reality it is a white marble struc- 
ture of marvellous strength and simple 
beauty. Along its whole length shin- 
ing steps of pencilled lead down to the 
water's edge, at this time nearly thirty 
feet below the summit of the “bind.” 
On the reverse side a second wall backs 
the ‘bund’ -proper. Till recently the 
space in between was unfilled and form- 
ed a vast sort of cavern where both 
tigers and dacoits have been run _ to 
ground in not remote years. The pres- 
ent Maharana has spent much in filling 
up this empty space, with the. triple 
benefit of ousting marauders, strength- 
ening the “bund” and making a prom- 
enade or terrace along its whole length.

Stew for 
an hour under a close lid, then lift and 
strain off the gravy, into which beat gradual- 
ly a teacupful of cream and the yolks of two 
eggs; heat up the gravy, taking care that it 
does not boil, and pour it over the fricassee. 

LEMON TRIFLE.—Juice of two lemons and 
grated peel of one, one pint cream, well sweet: 
ened and whipped stiff, one cup of sherry, a 
little nutmeg. Let sugar, lemon juice and peel 
lie together two hours before you add wine 
and nutmeg. Strain through double tarlatan 
and whip gradually into the frothed cream. 
Serve very soon, heaped in small glasses. 

BOILED TONGUE.—One tongue, a bunch 
of savory herbs, water.

IINEAPPLE SPONGE. 

Soak ove-quarter of a box of gelatine 
in one-quarter of a cupful of cold water, 
Drain. the syrup from one can of pine- 
apple; if not sufficiently sweet add more 
sugar; measure, and add water if neces- 
Sary to make one and oné-half cupfuls, 
Hea to te sevlding point and pour over 
the soaked gelatine, and stir until dis-

Turn into 
wetteg. molds. and stand in a cold place, 
If it is desired to use the fresh pine- 
apple, it should bé cut into pieces and 
stewed whh the water and sugar for 16 
minutes, as the uncooked fruit contains 
a peculiar ferment which digests and 
destroys the thickening property of the 
gelatine.

Somebody has said that the best judge 
of the American table is the swill man, 
implying that the ordinary American 
family throws away so much of what fs 
placed on the table that the gatherer of 
swill knows just how-the kitchen i$ con- 
ducted.

To the eyes of a*European the bread 
and other things that are recklessly 
dumped into the waste bucket seem suffi- 
ciently good to be used in preparing deli- 
cacies that would be appetizing. It Is 
not just to say that the Yankee housewife 
is wasteful, but better to say that she 
wastes because she does not learn how 
to make good use of the left overs, The 
subject of leftovers is so Nroad that space 
here will only permit a reference to one

Blowing coals. Pile them neatly on a 
plate and send to the table hot, or dip 
each slice quickly in a dish of boiling 
water, to’ which has been added a large 
lump of butter and a little salt. This is 
called water toast, and should be served 
in a heated cévered dish. If milk toast is 
preferred, pile these dipped slices in a 
deep dish; boil a pint of milk, istir?na 
teaspoonful of corn starch moistened 
with cold milk or water, a large lump cf 
butter and a little salt. Stir all together 
until it begins to thicken, then pour over 
the toast, 

Slices of stale bread are delicious 
spread with butter and browned in a 
quick oven, with a thin slice of cheese 
on each, and put back in the oven long 
enough to melt the cheese, They are 
nice also dipped in a batter made of one 
egg, one cup of milk, one cup*of flour and 
one-haif ‘teaspoonful of salt; fried in hot 
butter or drippiag until a ‘ight brown, 
and used as a breakfast or tea dish, or 
eaten with molasses or sugar as dessert. 

Slices of toast are appetizing with 
poached eggs on top, or a spoonful of 
hash, minced fish, Welsh rarebit, as- 
paragus, etc. Or they may-be cut in 
small squares and added to the soup as 
it woes to the tuble. 

Crotons, used with strained soups, are 
small squares of stale bread fried brown. 

Slices of bread spread with butter may 
be laid onthe top of good custard and 
baked in the usual manner. Or they may 
be laid alternately with stewed or pre- 
served fruit, a custard poured over them, 
and baked. Bits and broken pieces of 
bread should be spread on a ple plate or 
baking pan and browned slowly in the 
oven, with the door open; rolled (while 
still hot) on a bread beard, and put away 
in tin boxes or air tight jars. They will 
be found far nicer than cracker crumbs 
for dipping oysters, chops, cutlets, small 
fish or anything else which is fried in 
egg andcrumbs. They are also delicious 
stirred in browned butter and sprinkled 
over the top of meat dumplings, or used 
for potatoes au gratin, tomato farci, etc. 
They also make delicate and delicious 
puddings. 

The above are but a few of many point- 
ers on this subject, but they will, if-fol- 
lowed, open up a field that will deprive 
the waste-bucket of something that has 
formed a part of its contents in the past.

The ‘symposium thus presented is 
probably a fair sample of the way in 
which the town would divide upon’ this 
question, many to statid in’ favor of 
telling the trustees to do what they 
want to with the Punchard school, and 
many more believing it té be possible 
for the town and the trustees to ‘get 
together in some way, | and working 
together, give to the town a miiodel high 
school. ‘ chai 

It is all very well to say “let the town. 
support its own high schoel, and let the 
trustees do what they please with their 
fund,” but a_ sensible, hard-headed, 
business-like view of the case will lead, 
not only the tax payer, but, the man 
who has the best interests of the youth 
to be educated, to think twice, before 
making stich a decision. vf 

Leaving out of the discussion the 
money side, and coming to the educa- 
tional side, 'we believe with All our 
heart that the town of Andover cannot 
afford to indulge in any more of the 
fads of education, than are now under 
way. It is far from being more eduea- 
tion, either in variety of subjects or: in, 
more extensive courses, that is required, 
it is rather a rearrangement ofthe 
whole course of higher instructidn’ so 
that boys may be fitted for the evéry- 
day practical affairs of life, as well as 
for college. S06 that the boy who looks 
forward to a trade or business, may not 
write 86 atrociously as té have his writ- 
ing unintelligible, and so that he may 
be able to add a column of ‘figures with 
something approaching accuracy. 

There is no spirit of criticism in this 
to apply to the present conduct of Pun- 
chard. “Four teachers, called upon to 
give to a hundred pupils such a variety 
of instruction as is now attempted 
there, cannot possibly cover the whole 
field of high school education thor- 
oughly or satisfactorily. | Something 
must of necessity be slighted, if not 
passed entirely by. The need then is 
for a better high school and not another 
school, to further complicate ‘matters. 

Several ways are suggested for. secur- 
ing this end, but there seems to us to 

; be none better than for a union of town 
and trustees as to the end, and a 
division of town and trustees as to 
forces to bring about the end. That is, 
let the town vote to aid the trustees Of 
Punchard by assuming in addition’ to 
the care of the building, the cost of 
| instruction in the English branches 
called for in a first class -high school 
course. Let Punchard take over to her 
staff of teachers, a more thorough fitting 
of pupils in classics and special college 
preparation, and combined, ‘both ‘will 
furnish to Andover a high school on a 
par with her present high grade pyblic 
schools, and her equally noted private 
academies, 

The cost of such an arrangement, if 
carried out liberally and properly, would 
add sufficient to our public schoo} ex- 
penses to satisfy the most earnest seeker 
for higher taxes, while. the course’ of 
instruction afforded could not fail to 
provide a thorough education for, the 
youth of Andover, either for, business 
needs or for college fitting. \ 


The Proposed New Electric Line.

Moving of Building Bezun—Sewers Go- 


ing in—All Brariches of Work Busy, |‘: 


Having pure a piece of land from 
Hardy & Cole Situated beside the Bos- 
ton & Maine tracks, back and to one 
side of the Tyer Rubber Company's Fac- 
tory, on which the town was to locate 
the Water Works building, it has become 

f to prepare the ‘land and to 


% build a road to the property. 


The land itself is a triangular piece, 
bounded by the wall at the side: ofthe 
. & M. road; by the spur tracks laid by 
Hardy & Cole, of which the town is to 
own a half share, and by the new road 
which is now being constructed. 

Included in the purchase price of 
$2500, was the building situated upon 
the land and the agreement by Hardy 
& Colé to move the Water Works build- 
ing to the site selected for it by: the 
town engineers. 

Excavations are being made for the 
cellar which will be seven feet in depth 
so arranged that town teams may be 
driven within to be loaded or unloaded 
at will. ‘When in place, the building 
will be located at the upper corner of 
the triangle, beside which the new road 
will run swinging to the right after 
passing. By connecting with another 
road owried by Hardy & Cole lying be- 
side-the branch track and over which 
the town will have the right of way, fi- 
nally joining the new road above the 
‘town building, teams will be able to 
enter and leave without retracing the 
former course. 

A large out-cropping ledge had to be en- 
countered in the course of construction 
of this road and the C. H. Eglee Com- 
pany was engaged to remove as much as 
was necessary of the ledge. They 
brought their steam drill into acquisition 
and two drills were employed in boring 
eight foot holes over the surface of. the 
rock. These drills work very rapidly 
compared to hand drilling and, well 
managed, can drill a foot in ten or 
fifteen minutes. The blasts were dis- 
charged in sections thus eliminating the 
greatest danger from explosions, as the 
various charges counter-act.one another 
to some degree. After the surface was 
blasted off, a further drilling and _blast- 
ing was necessary to make a bed for the 
water pipes which will be used at the 
water works building for testing meters, 
ete. Superintendent John KE. Smith 
says that it is reckoned that the work of 
clearing away thetledge will not cost the 
town over $1 per yard as the town will 
get the rock for foundation purposes at 
the Water Works building. 


Sewer work is how well under. way in 
different sections of the town. Pipes 
have been laid from Elm Street through 
Flint’s Court and the ground has also 
been broken on the Trustees of Phillips 
Academy préperty off Highland Road. 


Here a large and extensive ledge has | 


been encountered and work. was 
knocked off until the steam drill could 
have finished work at the town land 
whenit was taken to this ledge and 
put to work.

Prominent. Citizens Give ‘Their Views 
Upon Punchard Matters. 


A crisis is fast being reached in the 


the decrease in the income from the 
Punchard fund: and the ‘increased ex- 
penses necessary for its maintainance. 
It will soon be necessary, therefore, to 
take some steps to overcome the diffi- 
culty. . : 

In last week’s Townsman, an article 
was printed from the ‘pen of the : 
Frederic Palmer, President ‘ of © the’ 
Trustees of the Punchard Free School, 
which ought to be of great importance 
and receive the deepest thought of all 
interested citizens. Mr. Palmer dis- 
cusses the Punchard School and possible 
changes that might be made in the man- 
agement and as the readers of the 
Townsman have already perused this 
article it will not be necessary to state 
the contents of the same. 

The correspondent of this paper has, 
however, interviewed 
the place, prominent in business or edu- 
cational lines, with a view of obtaining 
their impressions and suggestions on the 
Punchard Free School problem. 

As briefly as possible, their ideas on 
this subject are here set forth and will 
doubtless be of interest as showing the 
matter from various aspects. 

John L. Smith, when interviewed by 
the Townsman reporter said, that he | 
te school’ build- 


would rather have the Punchard fund 
used to carry on a school which would 
tend to the further education.of And- 
over’s students and be entirely separate 
from a High School which the town is 
obliged by law to support. At present 
the town is getting the benefit of the 
Punchard school, free of taxation but 
before long the income of the Punchard 
fund will be insufficient for its main- 
tainance, when it will become necessary 
to raise money to continue the school 
and in his opinion there is a question as 


to the legality of taxing the people fon, 


this purpose. Mr. Punchard left. the 
fund bearing his name in order that an 
advanced education might be received 
above that offered by the public schools, 
but by using the High School building 
erected by the town, in which the Punch- 
ard School is carried on by the Punch- 
ard trustees, the town avoids taxation 
and evades the purpose for which, in his 
estimation, the fund was originally in- 
tended. To overcome the difficulty, two 
separate schools and school buildings 
will be necessary, and while he should 
be sorry to see the additional. expense 
incurred by the town by. taxation, this 
is likely to prove the best plan in the 
end. Provided the town maintains its 
own High School, the Punchard fund 
could be well expended in furthering 
the advanced education of the students 
of Andover. 

Town clerk Abraham Marland thought 
Mr. Palmer’s plan a good one and that 
it would be better to have separate 
buildings. He deprecated the addition- 
al expense, but thought the idea worthy 
of consideration. 

John H. Flint when seen by the 
Townsman’s correspondent, said he did 
not at all approve of this method of 
overcoming a difficulty, if any existed. 
In his judgment, thé proper and most 
satisfactory way would be for the town 
to appropriate money td ‘be used in con- 
junction with the Punchard fund in 
maintaining the’school, He thinks there 
would be no question as to the legality 
in so doing as the legislature granted 
the town the privelege of using this fund 
to carry on a High School and he saw no 
reason why the town could not add to it 
sufficiently to supply what was lacking. 
If the management of Punchard is not 
what it should be, the proper men must 
be elected as Trustees, at the town 
meeting. 

John ‘Tyler Kimball thinks Mr. 
Palmer has a right idea in the article in 
question. He believes the plan best 
suited to the case would be to have the 
town carry on their own High School 
and that the Punchard trustees with- 
draw their-fuad altogether for a period 
of, say, ten years, when the accumu- 
lation resulting from this hoarding of 
the fund would allow them to erect a 
school building and carry out some plan 
of advanced education, such as manual 
training. - 

Rev. Varnum Lincoln would be sorry 
to see the additional expenses saddled 
upon the town by the establishment of a 
separate High School carriéd on without 
the aid of the Punchard fund but if any 
change is to be made, he thinks that 
there should be an entire reorganization 
of theschool system. Mr. Lincoln did 
not exactly approve of the idea of a 
Manual Training School however, d 

Principal Bancroft of Phillips Acade- 
my said he was not acquainted with the 
terms of Mr. Punchard’s will, or the 
special legislation involved, but it was 
easy to’ see that the Punchard Trustees 
were struggling with the problem of di- 
minishing income and increasing demands 
upon their resdurces. The School must re- 
ceive large gifts; or be helped out, by ap- 
propriations from the town, if this can 
be done legally; of give up the attempt 
to keep a High School of the first. rank, 
and use its income for some other pur- 
pose consistent with Mr. Punchard’s be- 
quest. He said further that a Manual 
Training School had_ been established 
in Cambridge which stood side by side 
with the English High School in the 
public favor, and attracted students 
from abroad. Dr. Bancroft hopes to see 
new institutions at Andover,-eaéh con- 
tributing in its special field to make the 
town an educational centre more and 
more. There is room for several such 
schools, all helping each other and help- 
ing the schools We now have, but the 
present duty is to strengthen the schools 
we have, for all of them need more in- 
come. ps te 

T. A. Holt, when asked ‘to express his 
views on the subject said he did not like 
the remedy as suggested: by Mr. Palmer, 
He saw no reason why the town could 
not appropriate money enough to aid in 
carrying on the Punchard school in-con- 
junction with the fund managed by the 
Trustees.

Here in Andover the town might support 
the classical branches, while the Pun- 
chard Fund took upon itself the duty of

OLDER DAYS AT PHILLIPS 


Dr. Brand at Phillips Over Fifty Years 
Ago. Wo, 


Oberlin Ohio, May 14th—'This even- 
ing in the First Congregational Church, 
the Rev. J. C. Ryder, D. D., of New 
York, Secretary of the American .Mis- 
sionary Association, delivered a memo- 
rial address on the late’ Rey. James 
Brand, D. D., who for more than a quar- 
ter of acentury was its pastor. It ap- 
pears that Dr. Brand had prepared the 
story of his early life for his family and 
lr. Ryder quoted from it as follows, con- 
terning his life in Phillips Academy and 
in Andover just before the war: 

“To a greenhorn,” he writes, “fresh 
from the jackplain and with absolutely 
no training beyond the ability to read 
and write,in an excéedingly imperfect 
manner, I need not say that the new life 
at Andover was neither easy or cheer- 
ing.” He found board at $1.60 per week 
ina room in the ‘Old Latin Commons’ 
furnished with one broken-legged chair 
and a table in the middle of a carpetless 
floor.” Two or three books constituted 
his entire library., “Mingling each day 
with little boys half my own age going 
away ahead of-me, it seemed to me that 
Thad entered upon a. process of martyr- 
dom, and that getting an education was 
not so lovely as I had supposed.” 

Little by little, however, this young 
man of indomitable will gains for him- 
self that which his early advantages had 
robbed-him of. His nobility of charac- 
ter, nobleness of purpose, and splendid 
intellectual capacity gained their legiti- 
mate recognition even among the lads of 
this preparatory school. Through the 
entire life of Dr. Brand he maintained 
the correspondence with some of those 
who had been his friends in these early 
years never cherishing the unwholesome 
pride which would. lead to abashment in 
view of the humble beginnings of his ex- 
periences. That these were years of in- 
tense self-abashment and hardship this 
simple record abundantly proves. He 
Writes, “After all, a good nan; terms I 
boarded myself in a very primitive way. 
I bought a barrel of Bogton crackers and 
a big jug of molasses, fore them away 
Macorner of my room and those con- 
stituted my food three times a day. The 
only relief from that was when the dear 
old matron, who had charge of the semi- 
hary rooms, brought me what;she called 
« ‘Pandowdy’ in pay for some job of 
work I did for her.” 

And yet this great man, a recognized 
leader of the.religious thotght and the 
church life of two continents, as his 
memory pictures these early_experiences 
of hardship and. struggle, does not forget 
those'who cordially befriended‘him, He 
Speaks in tender appreciation of their 
kindness as follows: “I can not here 
mention all the good friends in Andover 
Whon I found both in the students and 
the ditizens of that dear old town.” 
Here he gives a list of those who were 
especially kind and adds, “These de- 
Serve special mention for their sympathy 
and encouragement to a homeless and 


penniless youth.” “Imust say,” he adds, 
“that notwithstanding all drawbacks, I 
had a very blessed and delightful course 
in Phillips Academy, graduating in June, 
1861,

DETERMINED TO DIE. 


LYNN, May 15—Locked up at police 
headquartersis a man who since Thurs- 
day last, has made three attempts, all 
nearly successful, to end his life. He 
has tried hanging, strangling and 
drowning, but in vain, and he is now 
wuarded by an officer. The police be- 
lieve him insane, and tomorrow he will 
be removed to Danvers asylum. 

Thomas West is his name and he 
gives Troy, N. Y., as his home, at which 
place, he says, he has a family. He is 
about 45 years old, and when arrested 


Thursday said he had never been in 
this city before. 
Early Thursday evening West was 


found hanging from the cell door. He 
had fastened his necktie around his 
neck and, tying one end to the door, 
made the first attempt on his life. He 
was cut down and brought to the hospi- 
tal, and not until Saturday afternoon 
was he considered out of danger. He 
was then brought back to the station. 

This afternoon a man in a cell on the 
opposite side of the corridor from West 
called for help, and told the officers 
that West was drowning himself. He 
had filled the closet in his cell with 
water, in which he had immersed his 
head. When dragged from this position 
te officers found it necessary to work 
upon him for a long time before he was 
resuscitated, and thén he fought des- 
perately because he had not been al- 
lowed to kill himself. 

In less than an hour afterward West 
took a shoestring from his shoes and 
tied it around his neck, endeavoring to 
strangle himself. The officers had taken 
from him almost all-his clothing. He 
tied the string so tight that. it could 
hardly be cut away. 

So near death had he come this time 
that it was an hour before he regained 
consciousness and was very weak. An 
officer was placed near: the cell door. 
West's hands were handcuffed behind 
him and all articles removed from his 
cell.

ANDOVER LOCALS. 


The Phillips -Academy annual spring 
tournament and Ynterclass meet was 
held by the track athletic association on 
the upper campus, Wednesday after- 
noon,  commeneing at 3.30 o'clock. 
Although the day .was fair and-ry,a 
chill east wind blew down the track 
which evidently prevented very fast 
time being made in the long distance 
runs but did not materially bother the 
sprints. Attendance at the meet was 
limited almost wholly to students. of 
Phillips who. sat in classes, and the 
young ladies of Abbot Academy, 
wNo records were broken, but the 220 
yard hurdles made by A. H. Hine, ’97, in 
26 4-5 see, was equalled by ‘Tasker 
Howard, 99. 

The class of 1900 lead in the number 
of points won Wednesday afternoon, 
beating ’09 by one, but the bicycle race 
has yet to be run off at Charles River 
Park, Boston, this afternoon at 5,30 
o’clock, and this event will . decide the 
winners of the meet. Following are the 
number of points won by each class: 
1890, 38; 1900, 39; 1901, 14; 1902,5. 

An accident occurred to Captain C. N. 
Kimball, of the track team in the 440 
yard dash. In some way or other, he 
was badly spiked by another runner 
when endeavoring to get through, the 
bunch at the turn on the last lap. The 
muscle of his leg was severely torn and 
the wound bled profusely but he made a 
plucky finish, crossing the tape fourth. 
It is probable that he will not be able to 
run again this year. . 

Metzger was the bright, particular star 
of the meet, winning three firsts, or in 
other words, first in everything he en- 
tered except the broad jump, in which 
he did not get a place. Hasbrouck and 
Howard fought the hurdle events to the 
finish, each wWinninga first and a second. 
» Inthe mile run the time was slow, 
but Farnum made a strong finish, at 
least ten yards abead of the-next man. 

Nothing especially noteworthy was 
developed in the field events, the heights 
and distances being below the average 
usually made by contestants at the 
Spring inter-class track meet. A slight 
diversion between events was created by 
Prof. Graves and Mr. Newton of the 
Phillips faculty, who enjoyed a 40-yard 
dash: which was not down on the pro- 
gramme. As they did not finish side by 
side, it would have to be called a.dead 
heat.
